ANIMAL STUDIES 

1. Justify the appropriateness of the species and state significance. 

Approximately 400,000 cases of herpetic keratitis occur each year in the US. Some of 
these cases are due to initial infections of the cornea which can be treated with antiviral agents 
alone. Many of the cases, however, are due to recurrent disease which involves severe 
inflammation and an undesirable immune response, leading to comeal opacification ("stromal 
disease"). To reduce the risk of visual impairment, therapy including both an antiviral agent and 
corticosteroid is the standard of care. This form of therapy is successful only about 50% of the 
time and extended use of steroids causes many complications. The goal of these studies is to 
determine whether nitric oxide synthase 2 (an inducible en2yme involved in inflammation) plays 
a role in HSV-induced comeal edema. Our preliminary data indicate that it does. One of our 
aims is to determine whether NOS2 inhibitors are effective replacements for steroids. 

Rabbits are the model of choice because herpetic keratitis in the rabbit mirrors the disease 
as it occurs in humans, including reactivation. Furthermore, rabbits have large corneas which are 
amenable to the evaluation of disease severity. This model has provided the preliminary data 
required to gain FDA approval of four antiviral agents for the treatment of acute disease. Models 
in mice, cats and guinea pigs have value for certain studies with other goals, but for the type of 
studies required to achieve our specific aims, rabbits are the best model. 

IX. Herpes simplex virus (HSV) is a neutrophic virus which establishes latent infections in 
the neurons that serve the infected dermatome. HSV DNA also persists at the site of the initial 
infection. Primary infection will be established in rabbits by injection of 10* pfu of vims at the 
midline of the alveolar mucosa of the mandible. These infections are much like primary 
infection in humans. The disease is a mild gingivitis, the rabbit seroconverts and a latent

infection is established in the trigeminal ganglia. Three weeks after primary infection, 10^ pfu of 
virus is injected into the comeal stroma to produce stromal keratitis. At the time of both 
infections, rabbits will be anesthetized by IM injection of a mixture of 25 mg/kg ketamine and 5 
mg/kg xalazine. One or two drops of 0.5% proparicane will be placed at the site of infection. 
Some animals will be treated with antiviral agents combined with test compounds possessing 
putative anti-inflammatory activity. Other animals will receive no medication so that they can be 
killed at various times after infection and their tissues taken to the laboratory for analysis. The 
administration of any neuroactive drug other than ones used as part of a specifically-designed 
protocol could adversely affect the outcome of our studies. 

X. Rabbits will be infected with HSV-1 as described in IX above and in the attached 
methods section of the grant. The primary infection of rabbits rarely causes any problems in our 
hands. On rare occasion the primary disease can cause ulceration of the gingiva or death due to 
encephalitis just as it may in humans. The animals will be observed daily for signs of problems. 
Any animal experiencing severe oral infection or encephalitis will be killed immediately. We do 
not have exact numbers on these complications, but our guess is that less than 1% of animals 
experience such difficulties. 

The secondary or "recurrent-like" infection of the comeal causes the development of 
herpetic keratitis and stromal disease. It is our experience that none of these animals will die of 
encephalitis because they all possess HSV-1 neutralizing antibodies from their primary 
infections. All of the animals, if not receiving antiviral / steroid therapy, will develop stromal 
disease which causes their corneas to become edematous and opaque, thus impairing vision. It is 
our experience that only about 2% of eyes become blind. Rarely (<1%) does bilateral blindness 
develop. If bilateral blindness develops, the rabbit will be killed immediately. If unilateral

blindness develops, the rabbit remains able to function and eat, and thus is able to complete the 
experiment.

When animals are infected with virus or when they are given eye exams 
appropriate anesthetic and tranquilizer drugs will be used. However, during the 
course of acute disease 3 to 20 days post infection, animals will experience some 
pain and distress. For those animals receiving effective antiviral medication 
this period will be less than 5 days. The disease is self -limiting in other 
animals that may not receive effective antiviral therapy. Any pain or discomfort 
should resolve by day 15 to 20 post infection. The level of discomfort that they 
experience appears minimal because they continue to eat and drink regularly 
They do not experience dramatic weight loss or rub their eyes excessively. The 
use of topical or systemic analgesics is not a viable option in these studies 
because HSV is a neurotrophic virus. Any treatment protocol which includes 
drugs that alter nerve function can affect the outcome of the evaluation of 
antiviral agents and thus would invalidate the study. If an animal experiences 
severe complications from infection, it will be euthanized immediately 
Unfortunately, the only means to determine the efficacy of an antiviral is to 
test it in an appropriate animal model by comparison to a control. In some cases 
the test drug can be compared to a drug known to be effective. Two groups of 
6 animals will be used: one treated with acyclovir, the ether treated with 
valcyclovir which is the experimental drug.

studies 12 rabbits will be Infected in both eyes with the McKrae strain 
of HSVl. Disease will be allowed to develop for 7 days prior to initiatine 
therapy. During this time the rabbits will experience some pain and discomfort 
but have a 98% chance of not becoming blind. Therapy will be initiated on day 
7 with one of two antiviral therapies (1) acyclovir plus dexamethasone or (2) 
valcyclovir. It is necessary to allow the disease to develop untreated in order 
to mimic the human situation. Patients do not come for therapy until the cornea 
eg ns o ecome opacified. By this time the immune response has been triggered 
and most antivirals when used alone have not been effective. Acyclovir is 
effective when combined with corticosteroids. Valcyclovir is a pro-drug of 
acyclovir having more favorable pharmacokinetics in eyes. It has Len 
hjTothesized that because of its enhanced corneal penetration, steroids may no 
longer be required. It is believed that valcyclovir may more efkctively iSbit 
viral replication in the cornea, thus diminishing the viral load and thereby 
resulting in a rapid reduction in the immune response.

In these studies, the corneas of rabbits will be infected with the McKrae strain of herpes simplex 
virus type 1.

The level of discomfort 
the animals experience is hard to quantify but they do not rub their eyes excessively, suggesting 
the discomfort is not severe.

Therapy with an antiviral agent and an anti-inflammatory agent will be initiated on day 7 post- 
infection and continued until days 14 to 20. The natural course of acute disease is symptomatic 
during the period of 3 to 20 days post infection. The disease is self-limiting and generally 
becomes asymptomatic in rabbits about 20 days post-infection. 

It is necessary to allow the disease to develop untreated in order to mimic the human situation. 
Patients do not come for therapy until they become symptomatic. By this time, the 
immune/inflammatory response has been triggered and latent infection of the sensory nerves that 
serve the infected dermatome have been established. 

The use of topical or systemic analgesics is not a viable option in these studies because HSV is a 
neurotrophic virus. Any treatment that includes drugs that alter nerve function could affect the 
outcome of experiments designed to evaluate antiviral/anti-inflammatory therapy. Similarly, 
studies of viral latency could be dramatically influenced by neuroactive drugs. Initiation of 
antiviral therapy on the day of infection or within a day or two of infection would prevent the 
disease from developing, thus negating the model.
